Experimental Use in Paving 


Tar Sand from the Athabasca 


Survey Being Made by Mines Branch of Dominion Government of 
Amount of Tar Sand Existing and Accessible on the Athabasca 
~—Paving Experiment to Be Made on City Street 


8. C, Ella, of the mines branch of 
the Dominion government service, ar- 
rived from Fort McMurray on Satur- 
day last, to oversee the experiment in 
the use of McMurray asphalt for street 
paving, in Edmonton, The ex- 
periment is to be tried out on 
that portion of Kinnaird street 
which is followed by the Fort 
Saskatchewan trail, Immediately south 
of Alberta avenue, and which has noi 
yet been paved. 

The length of street will be aliwut 
300 feet. The city will put down the 
concrete base and curb and the Mines 
department will ‘bear all expense. of 
providing and laying down the asp- 
halt. The experiment will  ‘nclude 
two different’ forms of asphalt work. 
Half the length of ‘the street will be 
laid with a sheet of asphalt two inches 
trick. The otlver hale will be laid 
with a three inch layer of ‘bithulithic 
—ithat is asphalt mixed with = fineiy- 
erushed roen. The idea is to find 
which gives the best results under a- 
solutely equal conditions of travel. 

Fifty-six tons of tar sand are now 
stored in the city for the esjperiment. 
Most of this will be required to com- 
plete the section of Kinnaird street, 


The asphalt requires to be mixed 
with sand of varying degrees of fine- 
ness, This additional sand is being 
procured locally. The sand which 
forms a large part of the bulk and 
Weight of the asphalt in its natural 


condition is also of varying degrees of 
fineness. Of the tonnage brought 
out, the preportion of fine to coarse is 
two to one. The asphalt with coarse 
sand was brought from the east ‘bank 


eS 


of the Athabasca, about 44 miles be 
low Fort McMurray, and the coars 
from Horse Creek, about a mile fron 
the MeMurtay townsite, The tar sane 
was dug out last summer and wa: 
freighted ail the way to the rallway 
at Athabasca in February and Mar 

last. 

Mr. Rls tonk a party to MceMurra 
in the spring to work during the sum 
mer ona survey. from which a closel 
accurate topographical and atructura 


map of the region containing ithe tar } 


sand deposits will we made, From 
this map the amount of tar sand 
available, and its location, will he 


known. 

Mr. Ella had a very hard trip out 
from McMurray, having walked th 
whole distance except thirty miles, in 
five and a half days The first part 
of the trip was from McMurray over 
the &5-mile portage to House river. 
At Hous* river he took passage on a 
Sas ‘hoat, which came on nearly to the 


Pelican rap ids, Then an accident 
occurred and the boat was delayed 
Mr. Ells was very anxious to catch 


Saturday's train from Athabasca, He 
did not wait for repairs to be made 
and started to walk to Athabasca, 125 
miles, along the river. He was at 
Calling river, forty miles from Atha- 
basca, at five o'clock on Friday even- 
ing. 
o'clock on Saturday morning he reach- 
ed the house of a settler, eight or ten 
miles from the town. He got an early 
breakfast and reached town with the
